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K HAND FOE UNDER 
HEAVY GUARD IN COURT 





Prisoner of Fear’ Leaves the Mounted District] 
Police Station, Appears as Witness 
in Plot Case. 





Four policemen guarded Tony Lorenzo 
closely, but in spite of them he shivered 
with fright in Judge McQuillin’s court 
Friday. 

Since Dec. 29 Lorenzo has been staying 
at the Mounted District Police Station, 


in Forest Park, a voluntary prisoner, 
sleeping in a cell there at night, not 
daring to venture beyond the grounds 
by day, fearing that if he got out of 
reach of the protecting arm of the law 
he would be killed_by the Black Hand. 

It was this same fear that chilled hie 
heart Friday as he sat in the courtroom, 
where Sam Ross and Tony-.Clark, wer? 
to go to trial on charges of attempting 
to extort money from him by black hand 

When Capt. O’Brien of the Mounted 
District sent Lorenzo to court Friday 
morning he detailed Sergt. Dempsey 
and Patrolmen McVey, Winkle and 
Anderson as a bodyguard, 

Held Them Responsibie. 

‘This man is scared almost to 
death and I believe he has reason to 
be,” the Captain told them, and added 
that he would hold them responsible 
if anything. happened to Lorenzo. 

And so, all the morning Lorefizo 
sat within the circle of policemen 
and cowered, with his elbows on his 
knees, the top of his head peeping 
over the shoulder of a policeman, a6 
his ‘frightened eyes roved over the 
crowd in the courtroom, peering. into 
every new face that came in the 
door. 

Fifteen feet in front of him sat 
Ross and Carlo, .apparently uncon- 
cerned, with legs crossed, showing 
bright green stockings of silk, their 
hair combed in the jaunty fashion of 
Dago Hill, and displaying new tan 
overcoats and the raddest’° of red 
neckties. 

Once when Ross gut up to get a drink 
of water Lorenzo saw him, and he 
reachéd out a trembling right hand and 
quickly grasped the arm of Sergt. Demp- 
sey and cringed deeper into his chair. 

At another time, when Sergt. Dempsey 
started toward the Sheriff to speak to 
him, Lorenzo clung to his elbow with 
both hands and went with him. 

Feared Attack in Court, 
Lorenzo speaks little English, but 
through an interpreter he said Friday 
that he knew the Black Hand would kill 
hirn sooner or later, and he feared at- 
tack in the courtroom. 

Lorenzo had a small grocery store in 
what is known as Dago Hill, in south- 
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letter said, his store would be blown 


up by dynamite. 

He paid ne attention to the letters and 
the threats, and the night of Dec. 29 
his store was blown up with dynamite. 
The next-day he got a letter, which 
said: 

“You thought we wouldn't, but. we 
showed you. Now you must give up 
the money or we will kill you.” 

It was then that Lorenze went to the 
Police Station and begged to be taken in’ 
and locked up. He has been there ever 
since. 

It is alleged that Ross and Carlo tried 
to carry on negotiations between Lo- 
renzo and the members of the. Black 
Hand Society.

“SUPREME COURT

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Arguments !n 
the contempt and boycott cases of the 
Buck Stove and Range Co. of St. Louis 
against the American Federation of La- 
bor were begun today in the United 
States Suy#eme Court. This followed 
the filing yesterday of briefs, in which 
it was explained that these prosecutions 
continued, in spite of the fact that the 
company and the federation were on 
friendly terms. 

The proceedings were made more spec- 
tacular than usual by the presence in 
the courtroom of several officials of 
the American Federation of Labor. 
Among these were President, Samuel! 
Gompers, Vice-President John Mitchell 
and Secretary Frank Morrison, all un- 
der sentence to jail as an outcome ef 
the controversy in the lower courts. 

J. J. Darlington, who appeared for 
the Bucks’ Stove and Range Co., said 
the beycott had originated as. the result 
of a strike of #0 out of 750 employes of 
the Bucks’ Stove and Range Co. at Bt. 
Louis, because a nine-hour day inatead 
of a 10-hour day was refused. He 
said the employes were paid by the piece 
and for the company to have acceded te 
the demand of 40 men would have been 
to deprive 750 employes of $60,000 in 
wages annually. 

In reality, he told the Court the ob- 
ject of the boycott was to require the 
company to unionize its shops. Dar- 
lington attacked the defense of the 
American Federation of Labor that the 
association wag not so related to the 
subordinate bodies as to be responsi- 
ble for their acts. He declared that the 
federation instituted boycotts and fined 
and penalized local organizations if boy- 
cotts were not prosecuted in accord- 
ance with its orders.

Judge Sale Asks Argument From 
Those Opposed to Code but 
No One Accepts. 





Four hundred business men attended 
a noonday charter meeting at the Gar- 
rick Theater Friday. Although it had 
been announced that opponents of the 
charter would receive a chance to be 


heard, no one responded when former 
Judge Moses N. Sale, who was chairman 
of the meeting, extended an invitation. 

When Judge Sale suggested that the 
400 voters, who appeared to be all in 
favor of the charter, go to the polls 
Tuesday, and use their ballots as a 
surgeon’s knife to cut the cancer out 
of the body politte of St. Lovis, there 
was loud cheering. 

The meeting was called by Judge Sale 
and other charter advocates to afford 
business men an opportunity. to hear 
the charter discussed at the noon hour. 
Judge Sale made a speech strongly ad- 
vocating the adoption of the charter. 
He urged the voters not only to go to 
the polls and vote for it, but to see 
that their friends and neighbors did 
likewise. 

Hertenstein Speaks. 

Charles Hertenstein, president of the 
Typographical Union of 8t. Louis, was 
one of the speakers. Hertenstein said 
that he did not appear in his official 
capacity, but as a citizen. He sald: 

“It has been said by the opposition te 
the new charter that 40,000 union labor 
votes will be cast against the new char- 
ter and I am here to say to you that 
this is a miscalculation, so far as my 
own vote at least is concerned. 

“There was a time in labor circles 
that such a claim as is made by the 
opposition might have been possible, but 
I want to say to you now that that day 
has passed. Organized labor is an in- 
telligent body and it votes that way on 
questions of this kind, which do not in- 
volve labor, but what is best for the 
common good of the city. Organized 
labor seeks to uplift, not to tear down. 

“There are only two things to be con- 
sidered: Is the new charter better than 
the old. If not, vote against it. If it is 
an improvement even in the slightes* 
degree, if it is to improve the city, 
then you should vote for it.”

Four lines of hose were being played 
on the immense shed by the Old Orch- 
ard and Webster Groves volunteer fire 
departments when the flames reached 
the tar paper stored in the center of 
the structure. The pent-up dense smoke 
suddenly rushed out of the front of 
the building and enveloped the fire- 
men. Three were overcome before they 
cauld escape, and were carried to places 
of safety by their cgmrades. They were 
revived an hour later and went back 
to their lines of hose. 

When the fire alarm was sounded 
many residents of. Webster Groves 
ran to the place scantily clad and as- 
sisted in fighting the flames. When 
the three firemen were disabled, resi- 
dents volunteered to take their places 
and held the ‘hose lMnes until they 
were relieved.

Arnold Family Lawyers Doubt 
Whether Writers Know Where 
Young Woman Is. 


GIRL ABSENT SIX WEEKS 


Genuine Kidnapers, It Is Be- 
lieved, Would Have Sent 
Word Sooner. 


By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—Lawyers for 


Francis RFR. Arnold, the wealthy per- 
fumery importer, whose daughter, Dor- 
othy, has been missing from her home 
since Dec. 12, today admitted that two 
letters demanding a ransom for the 
young woman had been received by 
Arnold within the last 24 hours. One 
of the letters, Arnold said, demanded 
more than he could possibly raise, al- 
though he is rated as a millionaire. 
Garvan & Armstrong, the lawyers di- 
recting the search, are not tnclined to 
regard the missives seriously. They 
Geclare that anyone holding Miss Arnold 
for a ransom would have communicated 


with her relatives weeks ago. The 
young woman has been missing for more 


{than six weeks. 


“One of the letters,”’ said Arnold in his 
home today, “‘is evidently from an ordi- 
nary blackmailer. I attach some im- 
portance to the other, for the man 
who wrote it seems to know something 
about what -happened--to my daughter. 
Both letters are postmarked New York 
City. 

“T am still certain that my daughter 
either has been kidnaped or murdered.”

Louis to Canvass Legisla- 
tive Returns. 


CAN STUDY REGISTRATION 


Investigators Empowered to Col- 
lect Any Evidence Bearing 
on Election.

Post-Dispatch, 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 27.—The 
Democratic majority in the'House over- 
rode the Republican minority in its 
demand for watchers in the recount of 
the St. Louis vote on members of the 
Legislature, and passed a resolution to 
conduct a recount without the presence 
of watchers’ selected by the Republican 


contestees. The recount will begin to- 
morrow in St. Louls. 

The question arose in the House late 
yesterday afternoon on motion of Hi- 
ram Lloyd, minority leader, and the de- 
bate led to what threatened for a time 
to be a personal encounter between 
Representative Taylor of Chariton Coun- 
ty and Representative Irwin of Cole 
County. 

In deciding the procedure in the con- 
test cases of St. Louls members of the 
Legislature, the Elections Committee 
reported in favor of sending a subcom- 
mittee to St. Louis to recount the bal- 
lots in the Third Legislative District. 
The report made no provision for watch- 
ers to be selected by the Democratic 
contestants and the Republican con- 
testees. 

Watchers Are Suggested. 

Lloyd offered an amendment to the 
report, providing that the’ three Demo- 
cratic contestants should be permitted 
to select a watcher, and that the Re- 
publican contestees should be permitted 
to select one. 

Chairman Lynch of the Blections 
Committee opposed the amendment, 
contending that its only purport was 
to permit police interference with the 
work of the committee in recounting 


the ballots and in investigating the 


registration 

Lioyd replied, and was followed 
by Irwin, both for the Republicans. 

As soon as Irwin took his seat, 
Taylor, who is the principal speaker 
for the Democrats on the floor ou. 
the House. opposed the amendment, 
and made an attack on Irwin, resort- 
ing to personal remarks. Irwin re- 
plied in the same spirit, and was ap- 
plauded by the Republicans. 

Teo Much for Two Men. 

Taylor made the point that there 
are two Republican members of the 
Elections Committee, and that they 
are capable of watching the recount 
without having .special watchers. 
Irwin and Lloyd showed that it is 
customary for several ballot boxes to 
be open at the same time dur- 
ing a recount and that it would be 
impossible for two Republicans to 
watch the work of four or five ta- 
bles. ; 

Lynch declared the Democratic ma- 
jority would be fair, while Lloyd con. 
tended that if a spirit of fairness 
were to be shown a proper plan 
would be in the adoption of the 
amendment to permit watchers for 
both parties to be present, 

The committee chosen to make the 
recount is composed of Representa- 
tives Lynch of Randolph County, 
Barbee of Saline, Simmons of Shelby, 
Taylor of Chariton, Democrats; and 
Silver of St. Gbarles and Valentine of 
Putnam, Republicans. 

At a meeting last night. the com- 
mittee decided to go to St. Louls Fri- 
day afternoon and begin its investi- 
gations Saturday. The recount is 
expected to take three days. 

The committee has power not only 
to count the ballots, but to investi- 
gate the registration, and to take 
such evidence as it desires touching 
the last election.

‘special session of Congress to leading 
citizens, irrespective of party, and as- 
certain as nearly as possible the actual 
sentiment in their respective communi- 
‘ties. 

Returns from Bangor, Belfast, Bidde- 
ford, Brunswick, WUewiston, Norway, 
Portland and ‘Rockland show 118 repre- 
sentative citizens of all classes and pro- 
fessions in favor of the special session, 
and 43 opposed. These opinions were 
divided: 

For—46 Democrat, 22 Republican, 9 in- 
dependent, 41 unclassified. 

Against—10 Democrat, 31 Republican, 
32 independent. 


At Bangor. 


For 41, against 1. 

Of 42 who were asked for their views 
on the subject of early tariff revision, 
41 were in favor of the action at the 
earliest possible time. Of the whole 
number interviewed 27 were not willing 
to be quoted, but of these 26 were in 
favor of a special session. 

Both Republicans and Democrats are 
anxious for a correction of existing 
economic exils as embodied in the’ pres- 
ent tariff, the only difference being the 
Republicans as a rule seem to be the 
more anxious that Congress shall pro- 
ceed with caution. 

Mayor John F.. Woodman: Whatever 
is to be done in the .matter of tariff re- 
vision should be done as quickly as pos- 
si ble. 

Former Mayor F. O. Beal: If we are 
to have a reform of the tariff let us 
have it at once. I don’t believe tariff 
reform should be mixed up with other 
questions in a presidential campaign. 

Charles W. Mullen, candidate for State 
Senator: There is no reason for delay 
that I can see; neither should Congress 
go at the matter in haste. 

Former Mayor Leon F. Higgins of 
Brewer: There should be prompt action 
regarding the tariff... Whatever is done, 
the sooner the better. The matter 
should not be delayed until the presi- 
dential year, and the issue thus con- 
fused or obscured. 

Principal J. O. Newton, Kent’s Hill 
Seminary: I believe the people call 
for a change and in no mistaken terms. 
The Democratic party ought to be given 
an opportunity to work out relief at 
the earliest moment possible.

President Taft of negotiations with the 
Canadian Government, : there’ was laid 


} {simultaneously before the American Con- 


gress at Washington and the Canadian 


Parliament at Ottawa a reciprocity ar- 
rangement which, if approved by the 
legislative branches of the two govern- 
ments, will do much in the opinion of 
the negotiators to enlarge and Mberalize 
the trade between the United States 


and Canada. | 


The arrangements do not take the 
form of a treaty and considerable time 
will be saved in the consummation of 
the agreement, which n be made ef- 
fective by a simple majority vote: in 
each of the two legislatures. 

The agreement, to become effective, 
must be amendatory to the existing 
tariffs in the United States and in Can- 
ada and 4t will require sharp work to 
accomplish this, so far as Congress is 
concerned, in the brief period of; time 
remaining of the present session. 


Basis of the Agreement, 

The basis of the agreement is this: 

“Reciprocity on leading food ‘-prod- 
ucts, such as wheat and other grains, 
dairy products; fresh fruits and veg- 
etables; fish of all kinds; eggs and 
poultry; cattle, sheep and other .live 
animals. Also certain commodities 
now free in one country are to be 
made free by the other, such-as cot- 
ton-seed oil by Canada and rough 
lumber by the United States. 

“Tin and tin plates now dutiable 
are made mutually free. 

“Barbed wire fencing now exempt- 
ed from duty by Canada is also ex- 
empted by the United States. Some 
raw materials, such as mica and 
gypsum, -which enter into numerous 
industries, are to be made free by 
the United States. Printing paper is 
to becomé free on the removal of ail 
restrictions on the exportation of 
pulp wood. 

“Mutually reduced tidentical rates 
on secondary food products such as 
fresh meats, canned meats, bacon and 
hams, lard -and lard compounds, 
canned vegetables, flour, cereal,*prep- 
arations and other foodstuffs, partly 
manufactured. 

“Mutually reduced rates on a list 
of manufactured commodities which 
includes motor vehicles, cutlery, 
clocks and watches, sanitary fixtures. 
satchels and similar leather goods, 
plate glass, brass band instruments, 
printing ink and miscellaneous articles.

"CHICAGO $21,830,000 A YEAR

CHICAGC, Jan. 27.—Smoke costs the 
citizens of Chicago $2,830,000 a year, or 
about $lu"per capita, according to sta- 
tistics given out yesterday by City 
Smoke Inspector Bird.

Former Fiancee Testifies to Re- 
mark He Made After Marry- 
ing Heiress. 


BROKE PROMISE TO GIRL 


Mother Tells of Hearing Young 
Woman Sob Because He 
Jilted Her. 


Depositions were filed Friday in Judge 
Rassieur’s court in the suit of John A. 
Howland, lifeguard, against Mrs. Rose 
C. O’Brien, Miss Marie O’Brien and 
James A. McKeown, for $100,000 for the 
alleged alienation of the: affections of 
Howland’s wife, formerly -Miss Helen 
O’Brien, heiress to over $100,000. The 
depositions dealt with Howland’s ac- 
quaintance with Miss Sarah Harvey 
Hayes of Philadelphia, whose parents 
wrote to Mrs. O’Brien, the Rev. Father 
O’Rourke and Archbishop Glennon, pre.

Miss Hayes, formerly a choir singer 
in a Methodist church in Philadelphia, 
testified In her deposition that she met 
liowland in February, 1908, at a leap 
year party in Philadelphia and that he 
was afterward attentive to her and toll 
her that he would always stand by her 
and would never marry any other girl. 

She learned that he had broken thia 
promise when she went by invitation 
last Labor day to Spring Lake, N. J., 
where he was employed as a lifeguard. 
After another guard had told her that 
Howland had been married, she met 
him on the board walk and he admitted 
it. He told her his wife was a Catholic, 
end that as they had been married by 
a Baptist minister, her neople wanted 
He 
said, she testified, that he would go to 
any church for a million dollars. 

Heard Daughter Sobbing. 

Mrs. Hattie North Hayes, mother of 
Miss Hayes, testified that when she 
heard her daughter sebbing at night 
she asked an explanation and her 
aaughter confessed the cause. 

She then wrote to Mrs. O’Brien, 
Archbishop Glennon. and the Rev. 
Father O’Rourke. She did this, she 
said, not for revenge, but because she 
thought it was her duty as a mother. 

John Hayes, father of Miss Hayes, 
testified that he had also written let- 
ters to St. Louis, and George W. 
Boyer, an attorney in whose office 
Miss Hayes was employed, testified to 
an admission made by Miss Hayes to 
him, and also said he had been re- 
tained to prosecute Howland. 

Girl’s Story Wrecked Plans, 

Howland and his wife separated 
shortly after the marriage. He fol- 
lowed her to St. Louis and sought a 
reconciliation and seemed about to 
succeed when letters from Philadel- 
phia apprised his wife and her 
relatives and advisers of his treat- 
ment of Miss Hayes, and he was 
spurned.

He might loan money itn a few cases, 
but ff the law declares, as my bill does, 
that every assignment of wunesrned 
wages is void, he can’t do very much 
business, If he can't get security he is 
not going to be a very successful money 
lender. 

“The time payment, jewelry and fur- 
niture houses, which get men into their 
toils, will be compelled to be satisfied 
with taking mortgages on the articles 
sold rather than on man’s sweat and 
blood for years.”

OSSINING, N., Y., Jan. 27.—All night 
search for the three convicts who es- 
caped from Sing Sing Prison last night 
and were believed to have crossed the 
Hudson River on the ice, failed te re- 
veal a ce of the fugitives.

I had 
it In mind from the beginning of our 
deliberations-to the end, and I had a 
purpose in view, and that was to give 
to the city of St. Louis under this new 
charter every power that was possible 
to give to it under the Constitution and 
statutes of this State.

Dr. Hill Answered. 

Dr. Hill says. it is a notorious fact 
under the present charter that minor 
officials have always ranked higher ’ 
than the Mayor, being nominated by 
the parties to carry the Mayor 
through. We want to reverse this 
order, and put in good mayors, and 
they will appoint good bookkeepers, 
cashiers and clerks. 


We provided for the short ballot, 
deliberately, so that the people would 
know for whom they were voting. 
The national ballot is short—having 
the candidates only for President, 
Vice-President and Congress, and in 
the 120 years we have been electing 
presidents there has never been 
elected a man who was not of high 
character and gveat ability. 


We abolished the House of Dele- 
gates to center legislative responsi- 
bility in the Council.

Charter critics say the initiative 
and referendum will make it.easy to 
correct mistakes.

“easy government. We want a serious 


government that weighs on the con- 
sciences ofthe people, compelling 
them to consider every problem. 

The recall is the divorce ef the city 
government. We did not make it too 
easy of operation, because you know 
easy marriage makes easy divorce. 


Like U. 8S. Constitution. 

The first section of the new char- 
ter, the general welfare clause, gives 
the city every power possible under 
the constitution and statutes, and is 
sufficient to cover any lapses that 
may occur elsewhere. 

The Board of Freeholders had con- 
fidence in the judgment of‘the peo- 
ple to settle every proposition right, 
when they were not confused by too 
many propositions.

Lehmann declared that there was no 
real necessity for two: legislative bodies 
in one city, where the people were all 
living in one section. In England, he 
said, the House of Commons represent- 
ed the people, and the House of Lords 
the aristocracy. We have no aristoc- 
racy to require representation in the 
Municipal Assembly, he said. Under the 
two-house system in Congress the Sen- 
ate represents the state, and the con- 
gressmen the districts. 


Takes Up Bribe History. 
Chairman Lehmann discussed at 


length. the corruption of the Municipal 
Assembly, under the present charter. 
He took up the several big bribery deals 
—Central Traction, in which $250,000 was 
spent for a franchise; the Suburban deal 


‘In which $135,000 was deposited in safe 


deposit boxes for bribes, and the city 
lighting bribery. He said every man 
who wanted a permit ‘or privilege of any 
kind had to pay the faithless represen- 
tatives of the city to give it to him. 

He pointed out how, under the. Wells 
administration the Council, House of 
Delegates and Board of Public Improve- 
ments got into a quarrel over the gar- 
bage question, making it necessary fér 
Mayor Wells to buy Chesley Island. as 
a dumping ground for the garbage to 
protect theg health of the people of 
the city. These conditions, the speaker 
declared, were the result of divided re- 
sponsibility. 

‘You have good government in St. 
Louis today,” he said, ‘‘as the result of 
extraordinary effort, but I believe if you 
contine under this old order of gov- 
ernment five years will not have passed 
until the people again find their gossip 
of politics rife with rumors of corrup- 
tion and themselves helpless to protest 
against it.’’ 

Lehmann called attention to the fact 
that when the School Board was com- 
prised of district representatives the di- 
rectors were put in jail for corruption, 
and now, under a board elected by the 
people at large, we have the best school 
buildings in the world, and the best ad- 
ministered schools in the country. 

Answering Dr. Hill's criticism that the 
Freeholders gave the city power to is- 
sue bonds against the plants and earn- 


yings-of utilities, Lehman said it was 


done deliverately to give the city the 
power to operate its utilities, if {t ever 
becomes desirable. 

He explained that this \“:<« done be- 
cause the State Constitution limits the 
bonded indebtedness of the city to 5 


per cent of its assessed valuation, and: 


that it would never be possible, under 
the Constitution, for the city to own 
street railways, electric lighting 
plants and other utilities unless it naa 
the power to issue bonds upon the 
plants.

“T told you, -we have made {ft hard 
for them, and our opponents admit that 
we have made it hard.

With respect to is- 
suing permits, Lehmann said the board 
would have, under ordinances, the right 
to issue them for excavations, awnings. 
étc., and that this would stop the job- 
bery in granting such privileges by the 
Municipal Assembly. Under the new 
charter any man entitled to a permi* 
could get it without being held up, he 
said. 

The board, he said, was clothed with 
power to carry out the charter proyis- 
lions regulating utility corporations. The 
board would have the power to force 
such corporations to give the people a 
square deal, both as to rates &nd serv- 
ice. Lehmann declared that President 
Reber of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments and Street Commissioner Travilla 
both approved the new charter, al- 
though it would put Reber out of office. 

Lehmann said the open powers con- 
ferred on the Mayor and other officials 
were not the powers that. were abused. 
The hidden powers were the ones that 
Were dangerous, such as the power of 
the political bosses over city officials. He 
then told how civil service would de- 
stroy the secrét powers behind the city 
officials, drive«the politicians out of fhe 
brush and enable city employes to work 
for. the city instead of doing the dirty 
work of the bosses,

It is short-sighted policy ou the part of political 
leaders to oppose a great measure of municipal 
progress designed to promote public interests in 
order to serve selfish personal and partisan ends. 
It reveals the real objects of party organization. 
It exposes the insincerity of the professions of 
partisan bosses. 

If the charter is defeated the responsibility will 
rest with the party lefders who are using all 
their power ‘and influence to defeat it. The great 


dom from corrupt bosses and opportunity for 
municipal advancement through the adoption of 
the new charter, will recognize the responsibility 
of party leaders for its defeat. Confronted by the 
old hopeless struggle with the obstacles to prog- 
ress and the forces of greed and inefficiency, there 
will be a tremendous reaction in the minds of the 
people of St. Louis.

Louls was the one place where the Republicans 
showed increased strength. The municipal admin- 
istration is Republican. The party is responsible 
for the character of the administration and for 
the honesty and efficiency of the government. 

If the Republican administration is unfit to 
control the government under the new charter 
the party is responsible for it. If the Mayor is 
unworthy to be entrusted with the larger powers 
and responsibilities of the mayoralty, if he is in- 
capable of performing the new duties placed upon 
his office—as the’men in control of the Repub- 
lican organization assert—the Republican party 
is responsible for him; the party nominated and 
elected him. 

But no one is deceived as to the real reason for 
the opposition of the Republican organization. 
Distrust of the Mayor’s capacity is merely a pub- 
lic excuse to cover private partisan reasons. These 
reasons are two: 

1. The preservation of the spoils system for the 
reward of party workers and the maintenance of 
machine bossism. 

2. A factional fight with the Mayor over the 
division of the spotls and the control of the party 
organization. 

For these petty, personal, sordid and parti- 
san reasons the Republican organization in 
this city will go on record as opposed to a great 
measure of progress and reform.

SOARS FROM THE WATER 





Machine Returns to Surface of 
San Diego Bay After. Two- 
Mile Flight. 





Glenn H, Curtiss’ experiments at. 
San Diego, Cal., Thursday are cdu- 
sidered among the most important in’ 
the recent development of the aero- 
plane, since they are believed to 
prove conclusively the value of the 
flier to the battleship. He has tele- 
graphed his own acount of his work 
to the Post-Dispatch. 

By GLENN H. CURTISS. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN DIEGO, Cal., Jan. 27.—I suc- 
ceeded in flying one of my aeroplanes 
from the water fora distance of about 
two miles and landing on the water 
at the end of my flight. The flight 
was made yesterday on San Diego 
Bay, where I have been experiment- 
ing for 10 days, ansicipating the 
great. importance to thé navy of an 
aeroplane that would rise from the 
water and land upon the water. 

I had had these experiments in 
mind for a long time, and to try out 
my ideas of the subject was one of 
the things that brought me to South- 
ern California. I was informed 
through official sources some time ago 
that the Secretary of the Navy be- 
lieved the adaptability of the aéro- 
plane to use in the navy would rest 
mainly upon its ability to get up 
from the surface of the water and 
to land safely on the water. This is 
my opinion, largely, also, and I have 
been working to that end. 

‘Before I succeeded in getting up 
from the water it was necessary to 
do a great deal of experimenting. We 
tried many contrivances: to give the 
machine floating stability and to pre- 
vent it from diving when the motor 
was set going. These appliances were 
changed, altered or discarded from 
day to day, but each day I felt that 
we were making progress. When we 
finished our work on North Island 
Wednesday I felt that we were near 
success, and gave directions to have 
everything ready for a trial at noon 
Thursday. 

When the aeroplane was floated 
Thursday she rode the water easily and 
evenly. The motor was set going, and, 
driven by the propeller, the machine 
shot up the bay like a racing motor 
boat. I elevated ..e lifting planes and 
the machine rose easily. I did not want 
to get too high out of the water until 
I could see just how the machine would 
act with the added weight of the float 
and hydroplanes. ; 

I came down easily after half a mile’s 
flight, and turned around in the wa- 
ter. Giving the motor full power again, 
I drove the machine down the bay to- 
ward the city until she lifted again. 
This time I went up a hundred feet or 
more and made a circle. The machine 
acteu splendidly. 

I came back to a point opposite the 
shed on the beach and landed with per- 
fect ease on the water. 

I consider the experiments a success. 
Only a few unimportant details are to 
be worked out, then I believe I shall} 
have a machine that will prove of last- 
ing importance in navy use. 

The machine I used on the water, and, 
in fact, the only one I have used at 
all in the experiments, was one of the 
newest type Cur‘*iss biplane, one that 
was used in land flights at San Fran- 
cisco and elsewhere. It was equipped 
with a long, broad, oval-shaped float 
beneath the main framework of the 
aeroplane, and several hydros surfaces 
placed in such positions as to give the 
proper angle and to enable the machine 
to ride the surface of the water. 

I have been working te develop the 
aeroplane along military lines, and if 
the success of yesterday’s experiment 
proves of value to the navy, and I con- 
fidently believe it will, I shall be highly 
gratified.
